COMING OF TAFT TO UNVEIL 
PROVINCETOWN, MASS., SHAFT 


Monument to Pilgrim Fathers Is 
Dedicated by the 


President. 


’ PROVINCETON, Mass., Aug. 5.—No 
greater duty ever developed on Prov- 
incetown’s two criers, George Wash- 
burn Ready and Walter Smith, than 
their announcement today of the com- 
ing of President Taft and the dedi- 
cation of the granite shaft on Town 
Hill erected to the memory of the 
Pilgrim Fathers. 

The cornerstone of..the..monument 
was laid Aug. 7, 1907, by President 
Roosevelt. Its dedication by President 
Taft attracted a crowd that taxed to 
their limits the narrow streets of this 
old fishing town. A fine nor’wester 
was blowing straight across the bay 
from Beverly to Cape Cod and run- 
ning before the wind, the President's 
yacht Mayflower came flying across 
to be welcomed by a mighty array of 
the nation’s naval power. 

The launch from the Mayflower, bear- 
ing .President Taft, reached shore at 
10:30 o’clock. Escorted by a company 
#@ bluejackets, President Taft and the 
other guests were driven up the hill 
to-the grand stand at the foot of the 
monument. 

President Emeritus vTharles W. Eliot 
of Harvard University delivered an his- 
torical address. 

President Taft referred in some de- 
tail to the exposure and privation suf- 
fered by the settlers and said: 

“The spirit which prompted them to 
brave the sea, to land on this forbid- 
ding coast in winter and to live here, 
has made the history of this country 
what it is. It prompted and fought the 
Revolutionary War. It welcomed and 
fought the Civil War and has furnished 
the United States the highest ideals of 
moral life and political citizenship.”

Heir to Two Fortunes. 

The baby that is so closely watched 
is a grandson of John R. McClean, the 
millionaire owner of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer, and of Thomas F. Walsh, the 
multimillionaire Colorado mining man, 
who died a few months ago. The com- 
bined fortunes of the two families prob- 
ably amount to $200,000,000, and under 
present circumstances the baby will 
inherit all of this vast sum, which is 
steadily increasing. 

This fortunate infant has a_ gold 
cradle presented to him by King Leo- 
pold of Belgium. The baby occasionally 
uses this luxurious cradle, but as a 
rule it occupies a more plebian couch.

The accident 
was witnessed by Miss Mary Lanigan, 


a sister of the Lanigan children and a 


teacher at the Penrose School. St. Louis. 


She was riding in a trailer tram, coupled 


to the leader car, which the children 
occupied. The snapping of the coupler 
at the moment of the accident prevented 
the second sar from leaving the track. 
It halted on the very brink of the ele- 
vated structure. The accident occurred 
within a short distance of the lake 
front. 

“T don’t know what could have caused 
the derailment,” said Jannopoulo, “‘un- 
less a stick or a branch fell.on the 
track. My men have examined the rails 
garefully and find they are intact. There 
Was no flaw in the structure, they re- 
port to me. The lum»vecr companies can 
tell you that we practically rebuild the 
structure every year. The rails are of 
wood, with an fron strip on top. They 
are carefully inspected every day. 

A report of the accident was flashed 
to the De Baliviere car sheds of the 
United Railways Co., and the injured 
children were ordered removed by street 
car ambulance from the lake to Rotn’s 
Grove. There taxicabs were waiting 
with two physicians, and the children 
were taken to the Lanigan home, just 
north of the grove. Mrs. Lanigan was 
notified of the tragedy by messenger. 

Loretta Lanigan died at 8 p. m., less 
than five hours after the accident. Her 
sister Helen is so severely hurt that 
doubts of her recovery are entertained 
by the physicians. It is feared that 
the three other children may have suf- 
fered internal injuries. 

The children had planned an excursion 
on the Mississippi River for the ‘en- 
tertainment of the Dunn youths, who 
are the sons of Mrs. John Dunn of 
Chicago. They were to meet friends 


at Delmar Garden who were to accom- 


pany them on the trip. 
For some reason the friends fafled to 


appear, and the children were so dis- 


appointed that Miss Lanigan volun- 
teered to take them on an outing to 
Creve Coeur Lake. Mrs. Lanigan, who 
was to have gone on the river excur- 
sion, decided not to go to the lake and 
returned home. 

In a similar accident on the scenic 
railway at Creve Cour Lake last sum- 
mer, several] passengers were injured. 

Helen Lanigan is paralyzed from the 
hips down. Ned. Dun is still in his 
bed Friday, but will recover. The other 
boys are up and about. 

Mrs. Lanigan says that Loretta, on 
the last night of her life, begged to be 
allowed to sleep with her mother—a re- 
quest she had not made for years. She 
said: “I’m afraid; I’m afraid!” and 
Mrs. Lanigan granted her wish. When 
the mother received information of the 
tragedy, her first words were: “I'm not 
surprised.”

“Ridiculous report here that you have 
confessed. Please cable,” 

This dispatch was sent at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, but up to a late hour 
tonight Mr. Newton had received no 
reply. 
~ In speaking of the case Newton said: 

“T know as a fact that it is not true 
that Dr. Crippen has confessed, and 1 
am now busily preparing the defense. 

“T have written today for the usual 
permit to inspect the Crippen: house 
at Hilldrop Crescent and examine the 
parts of the body found. I shail*take 
a doctor with me when viewing the 
parts. I am confident «that the pros- 
ecution cannot prove that they are the 
parts of a woman’s bady, as there 
are no bones. 

Wants Depositions, |. 

‘TT have also written for copies of 
the depositions made by witnesses at 
the Bow Street Police Court, on which 
the British Government bases its 
charges, I anticipate no trouble in 
getting them. 

‘My opinion is that until there is 
evidence beyond what has been sug- 
gested in the newspapers, there is no 
case against Dr. Crippen. He is 
charged with the murder of a woman. 
What evidence is there that these are 
a woman's remains? You cannot con- 
vict a man of murder if you cannot 
produce the body—uniless, of course, 
he has, béen seen actually committing 
the mufder. 

“I shall not go to Canada, but as soon 
as Dr.!Crippen lands at Liverpool I 
shall see him. 

-"T have not briefed anyone as yet to 
defend. I shall conduct the police 
court case myself. Then if he is com- 
mitted it wiN be time to brief counsel 
for the Old Bailey.” 

Mr. Newton is a solicitor. In the 
English practice a solicitor may appear 
before a police megistrate, but he-can- 
not plead before a judge of a higher 
court. In the bigher courts a defend- 
ant’s cause must be conducted by a 
barrister, who works from a brief sup- 
plied by the solicitor and does not come 
in contact with even his own witnesses 
until they testify in court. The Old 
Bailey is the Central Criminal Court. 
On being shown a cable dispatch which 
reported that Inspector Dew had de- 
clared that “Crippen will be a dead 
man in two months,” Mr. Newton re- 
marked. 

Doubts Dew’s Statement. 

‘“T can’t understand what it means 
unless Dr. Crippen is in bad health. I 
certainly do not believe that Dew in- 
tended to convey the idea that Dr. 
Crippen will be hanged in two months. 
That would be impossible, even sup- 
posing that he should be found gulity.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—“It is more 
foolish than the most foolish of fables, 
this supposition that Japan may seek 
war with the United States. I do not 
know how to laugh at it seriously 

enough.” 

As he said that to a reporter of the 
Post-Dispatch at the Hotel Plaza Baron 
Oura smiled, and then, after shaking his 
head, as if to @nphasize his expression 
of the absurdity of the proposition, 
laughed heartily in further ridicule of 
it. He spoke with obvious singerity and 
conviction. . 

“The very notion of war between 
Japan and the United States,” he added, 
‘tg contrary to the now ingrained spirit 
of our people. Respect, affection—those 
words are not strong enough to describe 
the feeling of the Japanese. for this 
country. Our people venerate the United 
States. 


Courts No Aggressive War. 

“We all look upon this country simply 
and naturally as the great and kindly 
friend of our nation—the friend who has 
guided and helped us in our labors 
toward civilization. There is none in 
my country. who does not recognize the 
debt we owe to America—and love her 
for it. Moreover, our hands are full. 
Japan has many big problems before 
her at home. The last of our thoughts 
is for war. For aggressive war we have 
no thought at all.” 

Baron Kanetake Oura, Japanese Min- 
ister of State for Agriculture, Commerce 
and Industry, who was Minister of 
Communications during the war with 
Russia and had charge of al’ the ar- 
rangements for transportation apper- 
taining to the great conflict, departs to- 
‘morrow for Washington, on his way to 
Pittsburg, Chicago and San Francisco 
and home. This will give him four days 
in New York. Already he admits his 
amazement at all he sees here. 

The Baron came from London, where 
he has been acting as Japanese Presi- 
dent of -the Anglo-Japanese Exhibition. 
He is a-keen advocate of expositions, 
and ‘believes the show in London is 
doing much to further trade between 
Japan and Great Britain. 

Though short, Baron Oura is slightly 
above the average height of his country- 
men. His mustache resembles that of 
his Emperor, and he wears a little im- 
perial. His hair is iron gray, closely 
trimmed and brushed rigidly upward. 
In repose his face carries a grave ex- 
pression to match. But when he speaks 
his features soften with an attractive 
charm, and his eyes smile the smile of 
Japan, that intelligent, merry, kindly, 
yet quizzical smile that delights and 
holds, but mystifies. 

“You accuse us of piliig up arma- 
ments,” said the Baron, speaking 
through his secretary, for though he 
understands English, he prefers to talk 
in his native tongue. 

Wants No More War. 

“But you are setting us the example. 
‘You must do as we do,’ is what the 
other nations say to us, and we cannot 
help ourselves. It is not for us to be- 
gin, but we would follow. 
_ “We want no more war. 
eration we have had two wars. Our 
wounds are recent. We know only too 
well the pain and cost of even success- 
ful war. We know the inhumanity of 
war and its injury to civilization. We 
have problems enough at hom¢. to solve, 
without seeking to make more: 

“I have seen that a specie} corres- 
pondent of the New York World and 
Post-Dispatch had an interview the 
other day in Tokio with Marquis Kat- 
sura, Our Premier. I was very pleased 
by that. Once I had the pleasure of 
meeting your correspondent. I under- 
Stand he is making a tour in Japan. 

t is good. It should be very useful. 
am hurrying home, and will be there 
by September %. I would be very glad 
if I get back before he leaves, so that 
I may meet him again.” 
“The interview with Marquis Katsura 
Was very timely and happy. It is a 
grievous thing, all these shouts for war 
that are made, and heavy burdens they 
cause, It was of great service for peace 
that the World and Post-Dispatch print- 
ed the Marquis’s emphatic denial that 
Japan is inimical to the United States.”’ 

“But tn the expansion of your island 
empire is it not natural that you might 
have thought of the Philippines?” the 
Baron was asked. His smiled played in 
the Baron's eyes and he replied: 

“The war with China brought us For- 
mosa; have we not, trouble enough? 
There we have even cannibals that we 
have to civilize. I think we have trouble 
enough. Then we have Corea, which is 
waiting for our labor and capital. But 
we are developing our people, we are 
not expanding our empire, and we do 
not foresee the need for efpansion. More 
labor and capital than we have room 
for at home.” : 

“Among your people is there not a 
desire to emigrate to the United States 
and a soreness on that head?” he was

lefaction by the critica] guests. 


Although it may seem strange, con- 
sidering the youth of most of the pupils 
perhaps the most immediately useful 
knowledge imparted has come from the 
lectures in baby tending by Miss Joseph.

GOV. PATTERSON 
BADLY BEATEN I 
TENNESSEE FIGHT 


Independent Judicial Candi- 
dates Nominated by Ma- 
jority of 30,000. 





By Associated Press, 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 5.—Indepen- 
dent judicial candidates, supported by 
Republicans and those Democrats who 
are opposed to Gov. Malcolm Rj Patter- 
son, yesterday won a complete victory, 
carrying the State by probably 30,000 
votes or more. 

The successful tickets: 

Judges of the Supreme Court, Eastern 
Division—John K. Shields; Middle Divi- 
sion, D. L. Lansden, Matt M. Neil; 
State at large, W. D. Beard, Grafton 
Green. 

Judges of the Court of Civil Appeals, 
Eastern Division—H. Y. Hughes: Mid- 
die Division, Joseph C. Higgins, 8s. F. 
Wilson; State at large, Frank P. Hall, 
John M. Taylor. 

The Independent headquarters say 
that the majority will approximate 40,- 
000 votes. The regular Democrats, 
whose ticket was defeated, say these 
figures will be cut by 16,000 votes, and 
their leaders allege fraud in many 
places. They also charge that they were 
denied representation at the polls by 
the election commissioners, dominated 
by the Independent faction. 

The Independents represent in a large 
measure the State-wide prohibition ele- 
ment of the Democratic party, which 
has been vigorously opposing Gov. Pat- 
terson since his memorable campaign 
against former Senator E. W. Carmack 
for the gubernatorial nomination. 

Gov. Patterson’s enemies lined up sol- 
idly with the Independents. The Cooper 
case, charges of attempted coercion of 
the Supreme Court by the Governor in 
its decision of the famous trial and his 
pardon of Col. Cooper, convicted of the 
murder of Carmack, played a leading 
part in his campaign and served almost 
to make it a fight for and against Pat- 
terson. ° 

The Republican leaders, Newell San- 
ders and H. Clay Evans, entered the 
fight for the Independents. The indorse- 
ment by the Republican Committee of 
the Independents was followed by a 
break in Republican ranks, and the 
negro vote, .it is said, was solidly for 
the regular ticket. 

Gov. Patterson is a candidate for re- 
election this fall.

27 Who “Jumped the Ship” 
to Be Tried When 
Monitor Arrives. 


“HANDS TOO SOFT” 





Lieut. Little Says Reserves 
Looked for Joy Jaunt, 
Unused to Labor. 





Svectal to the Poet-Dispatch. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug: 5.—Telephone 


messages received here today indicate 
that the United States monitor Ampni- 
trite, now lying at anchor at Whitehall 
Landing, 60 miles south of here, will do 
well to get to this city in the next few 
weeks, to say nothing of trying to get 
to Cairo, or to St. Louis, its destination. 

Lieut. T. L. Johnson, in charge of the 
boat, gave a description of its condition, 
in a telephone message from Helena, 
which showed that the troubles of the 
Huntress are being repeated in the boat 
which is to replace that much battered 
and much laughed-at craft. 

The. principal trouble is with the en- 
gine. Mechanical aid from this city, and 
extensive repairs, will be necessary 
before the boat can go any farther. 

“It would not surprise me at all,” 
said Johnson, “if we had to wait in the 
Memphis harbor until next spring. We 
can't take chances with sandbars in 
low water, and we must be near a 
good produce point.” 


No punishment save summary dis- 
missal from the Missouri Naval Reserve, 
after a courtmartial, will be visited 
upon the 27 marines who deserted the 
monitor Amphitrite, now bound for St. 
Louis, according to the opinion of Lieut. 
Little, who is in charge of the naval re- 
cruiting station at St. Louis. 

Lieut. Little, who is well versed in 
naval rules and regulations, says that 
the deserters will escape rigorous chas- 
tisement only through a _ technicality. 
This arises from the fact that Gov. Had- 
ley did not sign an official order com- 
manding the reserves to report for duty 
on the trip. Their service, therefore, 
was voluntary. 

J. D. Cox, editor of the Naval Reserve, 
at 2826 Easton avenue, believes that the 
7 men will be courtmartialed upon the 
arrival of the commanding officer in 
St. Louls, and that they will be dis- 
charged from the reserves. This is 
said to be one of the powers vested 
in Commander William F. Roberts as 
a measure of discipline. Two other of- 
ficers, with Roberts, would constitute 
the board. |

COURTMARTIAL FOR 
DESERTERS FROM 
THE AMPHITRITE 





he heard Commander Roberts tell the 
reserves at the three last drills before 
the crew left, that the voyage of the 
monitor to St. Louis would not be a 
pleasure trip, and that there would be 
no hotel nor restaurant aboard. He 
sought to impress the men with the 
hard work attached to the duties on 
the boat, he said. 


If the deserters were caught by the 
officers of the boat before they reached 
St. Louis they could have been impris- 
oned in the “brig’’ in double frons and 
put on a diet of bread and water until 
St. Louis was reached, according to 
Cox. The deserters avoided this punish- 
ment by taking to the fast freight trains 
and making the overland return trip. 


Lieut. Little ascribes the desertions 
in part to the anticipation of many 
of. the reserves that bringing the 
Amphitrite from New Orleans to St. 
Louts would prove an ideal vacation 
trip, with plenty of holiday festivi- 
ties and dress parades in the eyes 


of the admiring populace along the 
banks. This vision faded when the 


soft-handed young men were set to 
work stoking the fires, filling the 
bunkers and working belew the 
water level in the hold of the ship. 


“When Com:inander Roberts and his 
crew left St. Louis in their pretty white 
uniforms, I expected they would have 
trouble before they returned,” Lieut. 
Littte told a Post«Dispatch reporter 
Friday. ‘‘The reason is that most of 
the crew are bank clerks, young men 
about town, and others whose hands 
are not caloused by hard work. They 
expected a vacation replete with dress 
parades in the presence of visitors, 
and a continuous round of pleasure and 
entertainment. 


Failed to Get Recreation. 

“Instead of the ice cream socials 
and shortcake rations, they found 
that the Amphitrite is one of the 
heaviest ships in the United States 
Navy to handle, because most of the 
vessel is under water. This makes 
the heat greater in the under-water 
regions. Firing immense engines and 
heaving tons of coal onto the bunk- 
ers in heat that is hotter than the 
rays of the sun in the good old sum- 
mertime is not the exact recreation 
expected by bank clerks and such. 


“If food is prepared for a crew of 170 
men by inexperienced cooks, it is usual- 
ly not up to the standard of navy regu- 
lations, and contains none of the frills 
of fashionable banquets. It is whole- 
sdme, but is not a vacation diet. 

“TIT was not surprised to hear that some 
of the men left the ship, but I believe 
that when the official announcement is 
made it will show that most of the men 
left with leave of the officers because 
the period of their vacations had ex- 
pired and it was necessary for them to 
return home.” 

On the Amphitrite trip no _ pro- 
vision is made by the State for 
expenses, and the entire expense is 
paid by contributions of individuals 
and organizations. The donors made 
no provision for better or worse fare 
for the men or officers. The deserters 
say that all should have been treate® 
alike in the matter of food. This dis- 
crimination, which they found when 
the officers’ pantry was raided, gave

steel, and the young woman, who had 
been blind since infancy, was suffering 
from a disease called opthalmia neona- 
torum. One of her eyes had already 
been removed and she was unable to 
see with the other. 

The cornea of her eye, the trans- 
parent film which covers the iris, or 
pupil, had become clouded through dis- 
ease and was opaque. The only possible 
way her sight could be restered was to 
cut a hole in the cornea and in that way 
remove the curtain that was obstruct- 
ing her vision. It was necessary to find 
some transparent tissue that would re- 
place the piece ef diseased cornea re- 
moved. 

When the young man was brought tn 
from Baldwin's, sections of the cornea 
were uninjured. Dr. Fox conceived the 
idea of removing a piece of the cornea 
from his eye and placing it in that of 
the young woman. The consent of both 
patients was obtained and the operation 
was performed three weeks ago. 

When the bandages were removed it 
was found that the young woman could 
see for the first time in her life. Her 
sight was, ef course, not as good as 
any of the persons near her, but for 
five feet she could see and 
was able to tell what various objects 
held In front of her were. 

The young woman was so elated at 
the success of the operation that she

RESUUED FROM 
QUIGKSANDS BY 


MRS. H.B. HAWES 


St. Louis Woman Risks 
Death to Save Compan- 
ions From River. 





News reached St. Louis Friday that 
Mrs. Harry B. Hawes accomplished a 
thrilling and perilous rescue of three 
friends, a man, his wife and their niece, 
from quicksands in the Ravanna River, 
Albemarle County, Va., near Charlottes- 


ville. 
“It was one of those ftmpulsive ‘acts 


of daring,” said a friend, in relating 
that Mrs. Hawes narrowly escaped 
death herself, ‘‘which happened to come 
out all right.’’ 

She ig spending the summer in Vir- 
ginia, as a member of a fishing and 
camping expedition. Among the m:m- 
bers of the party are Woods Garth, a 
leading citizen of Charlottesville, and 
his wife, a middle-aged couple. With 
them is their niece, 16 years old. 

Mrs, Hawes Watches Bathers. 

With Mrs. Hawes, the three recently 
rode on. horseback to the river for a 
morning dip. The Garths and their 
niece donned bathing suits and entered 
the water, but Mrs. Hawes, although an 
excellent swimmer, decided to sit on the 
bank, in her riding dresg, and watch 
their sport. 

Unknown to the swimmers, there was 
a bed of quicksands along the shore at 
the point where they decided to emerge, 
which was some distance from where 
Mrs. Hawes was sitting, and which was 
overhung by willow trees. 

As they simultaneously stepped upon 
the treacherous footing, it sank beneath 
them, and began rapidly drawing them 
under. They shouted and screamed for 
help, as their desperate flounderings in 
the sands merely hastened their enguit- 
ment. 

Mrs. Hawes ran to their ald, and the 
cries of her friends as they sank to 
the waist in the sands gave her no 
time to discard her troublesome skirts. 
She seized an overhanding limb of a 
tree, which was beyond the grasp of 
the others, and supported by it, starteq 
across the quicksands to their rescue. 

The suction of the sands tugged at 
her feet and, bending down the creak- 
ing limb, drew her in to the knees. 
When she reached the girl her head haa 
disappeared, but one of her hands was 
wavering above the surface. Mrs. 
Hawes seized it. dragged her forth, ang 
helped her to shore along the tree limb. 
Mrs. Garth was then saved by similar 
means... 

In rescuing Garth, Mrs. Hawes almost 
lost her own life. His weight bent the 
limb until the young woman's head was 
partly submerged, but although her 
arms were strained severely she held 
her grip about his shoulders and en- 
abled him to grasp the limb.

UNGLEAN BAKERY 
IS CONDEMNED BY 
DUAR OF HEALTH 


Proprietor of Shop on O’Fal- 
lon Street Gets Brief Time 
to Clean Up. 








The crusade against unclean and un- 
sanitary -.bakeries . conducted by the 
Post-Dispatch two years ago, which re- 
sulted in stringent legislation, continues 
to bear fruit. The Board of Health has 
condemned a bake shop conducted by 
Herman Lakornisky at 1458 O’Fallon 
street. 

Acting Mayor Gundlach, Acting 
Health Commissioner Dr. Jordan and 
Dr. John Young Brown, member of the 
Board of Health, found the place so 
unclean as to be a menace to the health 
of Lakornisky’s customers. 

Favors Rigorous Action. 

Dr. Jordan was inclined to be lenient 
and recommended that.the proprietor be 
given two days in which to renovate 
his_ place. 

Acting Mayor Gundlach was indignant, 
both at existing conditions he had wit- 
nessed and at Dr. Jordan's suggestion, 

“No mercy should be shown this man,” 
he declared. ‘‘He knows the law. This 
place should be either cleaned up or 
closed up. I am not in favor of two 
days’ grace, nor even one. It ought to 
be shut up at once.’’! 

Between these extremes of opinion 
stood Dr. Brown. He moved that La- 
komasky be given until Friday to put 
his bakery in order. If by the time the 
Health Department Inspectors arrived 
the place was still unfit, the doors would 
be closed by law. This motion prevailed. 
The first complaint against the place 
Was. made two weeks ago, and Lakor- 
nisky was warned. His representative 
said that an effort had been made to 
clean up the place and that it would be 
cleaned, and begged for more time. 

Chief Inspector Walter Cook of the 
Sanitary Divtsion of the Health De- 
partment, and Inspector James Ctur- 
clola, in whose distriot this particular 
bake shop lies, went to the place at 
9 a. m. Friday and stood guard to gee 
that the orders of the department were 
carried out. Concerning the place Cjur- 
ciola said: 

“TI first inspected it three weeks ago. 
The conditions I found were simply 
nauseating. The salesroom faces on 
O’Falion street. Behind that is a small 
room -in-which one of the bakers slept. 
The third room, with no shutter to the 
door between it and the bedroom, is 
where the and baking are 
done.

POPULAR PARTY GOVERNMENT, 

The Post-Dispatch hag pointed out defects in 
the primary law which shouyld be corrected by 
the Legislature. The faults in fhe law are 
caused by the tinkering of partisan politicians 
who want to defeat its original purpose, which 
was to shift the government of parties and the 
nomination of candidates from party leaders to 
the party voters, 

Although the law is faulty and drives the bet- 
ter element of voters from the polls, it is a great 
improvement on the old caucus and convention 
method of choosing candidates and committee- 
men, It at least puts the power of selecting can- 
didates and choosing committeemen in the hands 
of the voters. They have the opportunity to 
govern their parties and nominate their candi- 
dates. Opponents of the measure argue that the 
voters do not care to vote in the primaries, and, 


.|therefore, the bosses, by concentrating the votes 


of the political workers on their favorites, can 
control elections better than under the old sys- 
tem. But the voters can vote if they please; 
they have the power to contro] the parties and 
can exert it whenever they wish. The voters 
will exert their power in the primaries whenever 
an issue or emergency of sufficient importance 
arouses them to a realization of their duty and 
opportunity; It is probable that the opportunity 
to control nominations and party committees 
will be more and more appreciated by the voters. 
The perfecting of the law by which men of inde- 
pendent spirit can vote in the primaries without 
surrendering their freedom of action, their right 
to reject unfit party candidates and their self- 
respect, will increase the number of voters. With 
a perfected primary law and opportunity to nom- 
inate /by petition, should the nominees of all 
partiés in the primaries be unsatisfactory, the 
people will have in their hands the proper ma- 
chinery ‘tor the making of good government. 

But, despite the comparatively small vote in 
Tuesday’s primary, compared with the total vote, 
the result is far from discouraging. Forty-one 
thousand. voters participated in the election, 
whereas under the old system one-fourth of that 
number would not have taken part in the work 
of selecting candidates and committeemen. Some 
unfit men were placed on both tickets, but sev- 
eral conspicuously bad candidates who would 
probably have been able to force their nomina- 
tions on a convention were defeated, The slates 
of the party bosses were smashed at several im- 
portant points. From the party tickets good 
selections can be made for nearly every office. 
Excellent combination tickets can be made up by 
independent voters. 

In the Republican primary a vital issue con- 
cerning the control of the party and the use of 
it to serve the ends of organized greed and per- 
sonal bossism was settled in the right way. The 
interest of the people triumphed over personal 
and special interests. backed: by the great power 
and patronage of the municipal administration. 
It was a demonstration of the value to the peo- 
ple of the popular primary. 





No one doubts that Senator Gore of Oklahoma 
is telling the truth in his sensational] testimony 
concerning the statements implicating others 
made to him by Hamon in the Indian contract 
cases.

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ANOTHER TAFTY DODGE. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
York Post says that at the capital neither the 
Postmaster-General nor the Attorney-General is 
deemed an ardent friend of the postal savings 
bank system. Eveh among the subordinates of 
the Postoffice Department, the postal bank law 
is criticised and disapproved. In fact, it is said 
to be generally recognized in Washington that 
the stand-patters in Congress passed the bil] 
mérely as a matter of political expediency—a 
trick to cover the Aldrich tariff. 

These statements may explain why the admin- 
istration has been so slow in putting the law into 
effect, and why it has been decided to try a num- 
ber of experimenta] postal banks before estab- 
lishing them throughout the country. As a mat- 
ter of fact, no experiment with the system is 
needed. Postal bank problems have long ago 
been worked out in every civilized country in 
the world except the United States. What has 
been done everywhere else can surely be done 
here. |

claiming postal savings banks as a part of the 
work of the present Corigress, and it is evident 
they intend to draw from it all the partisan profit 
they can. For that reason it will be well to 
hold their candidates for Congress to accounta- 
bility in the matter.

An Excellent out Bagge 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In condemning grass plot at Grand and Frank- 
lin avenue will the advantages acquired by the 
street cars balance the loss to St. Louis beautiful? 
Triangles like this could be made in many places, 
so that St. Louis would appear a continuous line 
of beauty spots. The following places afford room 
just for such grass spots: Olive and Lindell, Jef- 
ferson and Gravois, Spr'ng and Easton, Jefferson 
and Market, Broadway anc Chippewa, Jefferson 
and Lafayette, Fourth and Chouteau, Jefferson 
and Washington, Grand and Gravois, and at many 
other diverging streets. In fact any place where 
a triangle whose base is 20 feet or more can ex- 
tend back to a point distant three times the 
base. 

These plots need resemble each other only in 
shape. But one may have a hedge, another an iror 
railing, another a stone coping, another a sub- 
stantial, artistic trellis work, another a two-foot 
terrace, etc., none of these surroundings to be 
over three feet high. Some could have a trough 
extending entirely across the base and two feet or 
three feet wide, or as on Jefferson and Market, 
half of the circle out and the base extending out- 
ward from the sides of circle. At the ends of 
the troughs could be drink'ng spouts. 

The apex of these beauty spots could be a 
decorative drinking fountain, or statuary, or rock- 
ery, etc., the heights of these ornaments not to 
be over five feet, as they must not intercept the 
vision of teamsters and chauffeurs. Some grass 
spots could have benches along the base matching 
the sides, viz., iron seats for the railing, stone 
seats for the copings, park benches for the trellis 
sides, ete, 

As for names they could be called after the 
mayors, as: Point Wells, Point Francis, Point Cole, 
etc.; or for judges as: Point Rassieur, Point John- 
son, Point Pollard, etc., or an individual may like 
to decorate one of these plots and his name could 
be given to the point. 

More drinking fountains, more seats! This means 
a moral uplift for St. Louls. No more sitting on 
curbstone or on doorsteps of vacant houses, where 
the club is used with the command “Move on!” 
An elevation in the pose of the body will inevit- 
ably lead to elevation in personal pride, finally de- 
veloping manliness, LAF.

Kept alive by oxygen and by his de- 
termination, it will be by’a margin of 
seconds, apparently, whether he or death 
wins the race. Game now, as always, 
the emaciated former champion has 
earned the praise of the physician who 
accompanies him because of his un- 
complaining disposition even under 
stress of suffering. 

At Chicago, Thursday, it was thought 
Gans was unfit to continue his journey, 
but his will overrode the advice of 
friends. At Pittsburg he was kept alive 
by constant administration of oxygen, 
but it was doubted if he could last the 
journey to: Baltimore. 

Gans is in the last stages of tubercu- 
losis, contracted through his efforts to 
get into condition for his three fights 
with Nelson, and to the punishment he 
received in those bouts.

Joe Gans, or Gamp, as his real name 
was, was born in Baltimore Novy. 25, 
1876, and his ring career covered a 
period of 17 years. During that time 
he held two championships, the light- 
weight, which he won from Frank 
Erne when he knocked him out in 
the first round of their fight May 12, 
1902, and the welterweight, which he 
won when he knocked out.Mike §Sul- 
livan in 1906. This title did not ap- 
peal very much to Gans, and after 
he defeated Bat Nelson at Goldfield 
on Labor Day, 1906, he voluntarily re- 
linquished the title in the heavier 
class. 

In hts long career Gans fought all 
over the country and was always 
noted for his remarkable skill as a 
boxer and tactician. With all his 
cleverness he was still able to strike 
avery hard blow. 

He drifted into the fighting game 
just naturally. He started his. ca- 
reer as a fish cleaner and oyster 
opener in a Baltimore fish market, 
and, as a result of a lot of teasing, 
when he was a lad of 17, he was in- 
duced to fight a rival fish cleaner. 
He beat him and thereby enriched 
himself to the extent of $7.40. It 
looked like big pay for a little. work 
and Gans soon after got another 
fight, which he won ang gained a 
purse of $8. 

Beginning of the End, 

From then on he continued fighting, 
gradually whippéng those above him 
in the game until he acquired the 
championship which he lost to Nel- 


son at San Francisco July 4, 1908, 
when he was knocked out in the 
seventeenth round. It was his sec- 
ond meeting with Nelson, the first, 


which was one of the most famous 
battles in Gans’ career having gone 
42 rounds, when Referee George Si- 
ler disqualified Nelson for fouling, 
the justice of the decision being ap- 
parent when the movrng pictures of 
the fight were subsequently shown. 
Gans broke-a small bone in his right 
hand in the twenty-eighth 
which he says was the only thing 
which prevented him winning by a 
knockout. 

The match was a long time in the 
making, Billy Nolan, at that time man- 
ager of Nelson having imposed all sorts 
of conditions before he would sign up. 
One of these conditions was that Nelson, 
win or lose, should receive two-thirds 
of the purse. The reason Nolan was 
able to get away with this, despite the 
fact that Gans was the champion, was 
that the latter needed the money, and 
Nelson was the only man in sight who 
could draw a crowd to a championship 
fight. 

Lives Down His Past, 


Furthermore Gans was at the time un- 
der a cloud on a charge of having faked 
in several fights, notably one away back 
in 1900 when Terry McGovern knocked 
him out in the second round. McGovern 
thought he had won the fight honestly 
and was not in on the play, but it after- 
ward developed that Gans had deliber- 
ately laid down. It took him a tong 
time to rehabilitate himself in public 
confidence, but he finally did so and 
was the favorite in most of his later 
fights, until he was first beaten by 
Nelson. 

Up to the time he met Nelson, Gans 
used to say that his hardest fight was 
with Fitzgerald, in Detroit, Jan. ll, 1904. 
It was a terrific battle for the 10 rounds 
to which it was limited. Other noted 
Aghters who met and were defeated by 
Gans were Spike Sullivan, Dal Hawkins, 
Spider Kelly, Joe Handler, George Mc- 
Fadden, Kid McPartland, Jimmie Britt, 
Unholz and Kid Herman. 

Sam Langford fought and beat him in 
a 15-round bout back in 1903 before the 
Boston Tar Baby had grown up into a 
heavyweight, though he considerably 
outweighed Gans at the timé,

But the black rat of Japan- 
ese extraction lives three days, and 
dies in high fever.
